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TWO MILITIAMEN STABBED BY TOUGHS 


William Fisher May Recover—James 
Falk, the Other, Disappears. While 
Comrades Seek Aid. 

While on their way home after drill at 
their armory six members of the Second 
Regiment, I. N. G., were attacked by a 
crowd of roughs in front of O’Connor’r ga- 
loon, West Randolph and Curtis streete, at 
10:30 o'clock last night. In the hand to 
hand fight that eneued two of the soidfers 
were stabbed and all their companions more 
or less badly pounded. 

The men stabbed were: 


Falk. James, private Company C;: how badly cut 
is not known; thrown over a fence into a yard; 
when the ä arrived he could not be found. 

Fisher, William, 157 Evergreen avenue; vate 
Company C; knife wound in the right st; 
taken home by the police; believed not fatally 
hurt. 

In the party with Falk and Fisher were 


Sergeant Richard Breitung and Privates R. 
R. Rapp, George Brown, and Samuel Mey- 
ers. As the soldiers passed the corner the 
roughs jeered at them, and then two of the 
ruffians seized Fisher and tried to throw him 
down. His companions came to his rescue 
and the fight became general. 

Several biows were struck, and suddenly 
Fisher fell to the sidewalk, exclaiming that 
he had been stabbed. Falk attempted to 
reach the side of his wounded companion, 
but he was seized by several of the ruffians 
and thrown down. Then the assailants 
stabbed and kicked him and threw him over 
the fence. 

Falk made no outcry when hé struck the 
ground and his companions fled, taking 
Fisher with them, but leaving Falk behind. 
They told the police at the West Chicago 
Avenue Station that Falk was certainly 
killed. 

When the patrol wagon arrived no trace 
of either dead or living soldier could be 
found, and as West Randolph street toughs 
don't bury their victims the police think 
Falk was able to make his escape. 

Fisher was taken to a drug store, where 
his wound was dressed. Later he was con- 
veyed to his home. It is thought he will 
recover. 

Early this morning the police of the West 
Chicago Avenue Station arrested Owen 
Cochrane and Patrick O’Connor, charged 
with having been in the gang which as- 
saulted the soldiers. It is not known 
whether they are the ones who did the 
stabbing.

Tourists in the Coaches Are Hurled 
from Berths by Shock and Several 
Are Reported Injured—Track Block- 
aded by Smashup and Four Other 
Portions of the Overland Train, 
Containing 1,800 Persons, Are Tied 
Up on the Prairie. 


Three were killed in the West Chicago 
wreck. 


Christian Endeavor special section 4 on 
the Northwestern road was run into by 
section 5 at 12:30 o' clock this morning at 
West Chicago, and several persons are re- 
ported hurt in the collision. 

It is reported that the engineer of section 
5, Charles Courtner, who lives in Belvidere, 
is hurt seriously. 


CANADIAN PARLIAMENT PROROGUED 


Aberdeen Talks of Ties Strength- 

ened by Tarif Revision and ofa 
Fast Steamship Line. 

Ottawa, Ont., June 20.—[Special.}—Par- 
liament was prorogued by 
Lord Aberdeen at 9 o'clock tonight, the 
deadlock between the Senate and the Com- 
mons over an alleged railway deal by the 
government, to which a majority of the 
Senate was opposed, having been amicably 
arranged. 

The government promised to grant a Par- 
liamentary committee to fully inquire into 
the matter at the opening of the next ses- 
sion in February. It not being generally 
known that prorogation would take place 
tonight there was a small attendance in the 
upper chamber when his Excellency read 
the speech from the throne. The Senate 
put everything through with a rush and 
passed all the bills sent up from the Com- 
mons without amendment. 

The Governor's speech, among other 
things, stated that the revision of the 
tariff had already hed a marked effect in 
strengthening the bonds which unite Can- 
ada to the motherland, and that a fast 
steamship line of the highest class would

Meager reports came to Chicago from the 
scene of the wreck. 

The train dispatcher, as soon as the news 
of the accident was ticked off to him, sent 
a message to bring Night Superintendent 
W. A. Gardner from his home, 2500 Her- 
mitage avenue, to take charge of Chicago 


rescue operations. 
Martin Hanley, a commission merchant 


who resides at the Revere House, declared 
at 3 a. m. that he had a sister on the train, 
but it is believed the Michigan, Massachu- 
setts, and Wisconsin delegations were on 
board. : 

Tourists Hurt but None Reported Dead 

A number of the passengers are injured 
more or less, but none is reported dead. 

Northwestern officials at 2:30 a. m. de- 
clared they knew little about the wreck and 
believed that only a few persons had been 
hurt and not seriously. 

The two trains in collision were com- 
posed each of one baggage car, one day 
coach, and the rest were sleepers. They 
were sections of the regular Omaha express 
No. 3. 

Sections 6, 7, 8, and 9, which left the 
Northwestern Depot at Kinzie and Wells 
streets shortly after the two that came in 
collision at West Chicago were blocked on 
the prairie by the wreck. 


After the crash danger signals were set . 


for the sections following 4 and 8. 
Great Excitement Among Tourists.

All roads led to Chicago yesterday for the 
delegates to the annuhl national convention 
of the Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor which will be held in San Francisco 
July 7-12. Dusty and. travel worn, thou- 
sands of the young people arrived in the 
city yesterday from Eastern points and the 
immediate territory contiguous to Chicago. 
The railroads were fairly swamped with 
business. The down-town ticket offices were 
inundated with surging crowds of humanity 
all day long. Veterans in rahroad passen- 
ger traffic said they never before saw any- 
thing like it. They declared the rush to 
take advantage of the low rates to the Pa- 
cific coast was phenomenal. 


One Thousand Chicagoans Go. 


The application tor tickets began several 
days ago, but the rush reached a elimax 
yesterday. The preliminary signs of a big’ 
business had been so promising that outside 
ticket men were ordered to the city to help 
out the regular force of clerks. These 
pulled their coats off early in the morning 
and buckled down to work in earnest. The 
purchasers were mostly Chicago residents, 
who had delayed securing their tickets until. 
the arrival of friends from outside points. 
It is estimated that at least 1,000 Chicago 
residents left the city last night for the 
convention. 

The first big delegation to arrive from the 
East was the New York crowd, which came 
over the Michigan Central and reached here

The crush exceeded 
expectations and the problem of handling 
thirteen trains on the same line all within a 
short time of each othér was not to be 
laughed at. There was also a large force of 
car repairers on hand and they had orders to 
remain on duty all night. 

There was an extra force of policemen to 
keep order and see to it that the delegates 
reached the correct trains. Notwithstand- 
ing all the precautions adopted, there were 
many mistakes. The tourists persisted in 
getting on trains which they were expressly 
told were not the ones wanted. They seemed 
to be afraid that in some unaccountable way 
they would get left, and, as a result. 
when »chedule time arrived a general shift- 
ing about would take place and in this way 
valuable time would de lost.

MANY DELEGATES INSPECT CHICAGO. 


Western City Viewd by Endeavorers 
as They Pass Through the Streets 
and Hunt Up the Depots.

The constant incoming of the hundreds of 
delegates soon brought a new aspect to the 
down-town thoroughfares. The bus lines 
used in transporting passengers from the 
different depots were crowded with bright 
looking young men and women, and they 
attracted considerable attention. Most of 
the delegates wore distinctive badges. They 
were of various colors and designs, but most 
all of them bore some inscription. showing 
that the owner was en route to California. 
It was plain to be seen that most of the 
young folk from the East were receiving 
their initial impression of Chicago, for they 
wandered about the streets gazing with in- 
terest at the big buildings and mammoth 
stores. 

Some odd scenes were noticed about the 
ticket offices during the afternoon. One 
irate female almost caused a cessation of 
business for a time at the Q.“ offices in 
Clark street. A half dozen clerks were en- 
gaged in handing out tickets as fast as they 
could make them out, When there was a 
break in the monotony. A woman laid down 
a twenty-dollar gold piece and asked fora 
ticket. The price was $25, and the clerk 
thought that the woman was getting ready 
the other five dollars. He handed her the 
ticket and she started to go away. a 

Hold on, please,“ said the clerk. “ Five

Five dollars more!“ cried the woman. 
Didn't I give you a $25 gold piece? Of 
course I did.“ 

This was the first time the clerk haa ever 
heard of a twenty ve“ dollar gold piece, 
and for a moment.he.Was nearly prostrated 
from the heat. The clerk then attempted to 
explain to the woman that she was laboring 
under a delusion—that she had given him a 
double eagle valued at 320, and that there 
was no such thing as a “‘ twenty-five dollar 
gold piece.“ The woman would not have it 
so, and insisted that she was being wrénged, 
even after the clerk dived into the cash 
drawer and showed her the gold coin. Re- 
luctantly the woman gave up five more dol- 
lars and went away declaring that she had 
been basely deceived and imposed upon. 

There was considerable rivalry ong the 
different roads in securing the 
business. Most of the lines had gone to un- 
usual expense in getting’ out literature de- 
scriptive of the routes and setting forth the 
special advantages to be enjoyed by patron- 
izing a special line. One road sent out a 
brilliant circular showing that the highest 
altitude reached en route would be 8 000 
feet,. This fact was offered as a con to 


travelers who would suffer much if they 


patronized opposition routes.

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| WANTS A BIG MORTGAGE. 


NEW YORK CENTRAL ASKS FOR ITS 
EXECUTION.

Sum Involved Amounts to $12,000,000 
and Reveals a Pretty Contest Be- 
tween the Vanderbilt Line and the 
Harlem Road—Romantic Wedding 
on Board a Yacht—Seth Low in the 
Lead for Mayor—General News from 
New York. 


New York, June 29.—The commencement 
of a big fight by the New York Central 
a idson River against the New York and 
Hürlem railroad, which it has been operat- 
ing for many years, was disclosed in the fil- 
ing of the complaint in a suit brought by 
the Central road to compel the Harlem to 
execute a mortgage on the property and 
franchises to the Central devised to the lat- 
ter by a contract made on April 1, 1873, and 
to issue new bonds under the mortgage for 
$12,000,000, payable in gold on May 1, 2000; 
also the Central to have a right to pay and 
discharge the $12,000,000 in consolidated 
mortgage bonds by the use of a like amount 
of bonds to be issued by the Harlem road and 
secured by a mortgage to be made to the 
defendant company. 

The Central also asks an injunction re- 
straining the Harlem road from making and 
issuing the above mortgage for $12,000,000 to 
the Guarantee Trust company or any other 
person or persons without the consent of the 
Central. 7 

It is claimed the sole purpose of the Har- 
lem road in wanting to issue the proposed 
mortgage is to enable it to obtain an uncon- 
scionable advantage and gain, and to make 
claim against the Central for a payment 
by the latter tu the Harlem or its stockhold- 
ers of the sum of $420,000 annually. 

It is further alleged that having disposed 
of its railroads and property to other cor- 
porations the Harlem has no corporate pur- 
pose for which to receive the sum of $420,000 
annually, and that its purpose is to increase 
the dividends of its stockholders and is con- 
trary to the construction of the agreement 
made by both roads in 1873. 


NEW-YORKERS WANT LOW FOR MAYOR 


Citizens’ Union Receives Many Re- 
sponses from Nominating Ballots 
Issued in His Behalf. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.]—The work 
accomplished by the Citizens’ union up to 
date is sufficient, its members say, to en- 
courage them to go ahead and nominate a 
full ticket. 

“Already the enrollment in the thirty-five 
assembly districts in this county,“ said 
Secretary Clark today, amounts to over 
20,000, and it is increasing rapidly. The en- 
rolling officers expect to announce a grand 
total of over 35,000, or an average of 1,000 to 
each district.’’ 

The response to the ballots, or nominating 
blanks, sent out for Mr. Low for Mayor has 
been most gratifying and entirely satisfac- 
tory to the officials of the Citizens’ union. 
Within two weeks they expect to have 50,000 
signatures pledged to support Seti Low and 
vote for him for Mayor. 

The batch of Low blanks was much larger 
today than usual. Henry George only had 
30,000 signatures of pledged voters, and he 
ran a close second to ex-Mayor Hewitt, Mr. 
Roosevelt being third in the race. It is ar- 
gued by Mr. Low’s friends that with over 
50,000 voters for Mr. Low in this county 
alone, and that many more in Brooklyn, he 
cannot possibly be defeated if the Repub- 
licans nominate him. ' 

The members of The union are satisfied 
their movement is a success, and they pur- 
pose to go ahead and nominate Mr. Low by 
mass-meetings to be held in each borough. 


REVISION OF THE NEW YORK ROLLS. 


Indications Are That Senator Platt 
Has a Firmer Grip than Ever Upon 
$ Party Machinery. —§“ 


New York, June 29.—[Special.}]—Utder the

GIVES HER OPINION OF ROCKEFELLER 


Witness in Court Has to Be Repri- 
manded and Her Evidence Is 
Stricken from the Record. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.J—A sharp 
and bitter attack was made on John D. 
Rockefeller during the taking of testimony, 
which closed today, in the suit of the Rev. 
Dr. D. C. Potter against the Baptist Mission 
society and a detective agency. * 

After Dr. R. A. Gunn, eAHlleu in rebuttal, 
had contradicted statements made by wit- 
nesses for the defense, Miss Julia Ross tcs- 
tied regarding a matchbox she had given 
to Detective Tincher. Turning, during her 
testimony to Mr. Scharps and darting an 
angry glance at Lawyer E. 8. Clinch, she 
said: ‘‘ This whole thing is an outrage, 
Rockefeller is at the bottom of it.“ 

„Miss Ross,“ remarked Justice Roesch, 
‘you must not make this case the vehicle in 
which to vent your opinion of other persons.”’ 

“ What else did Tincher say to you?’ Mr. 
Scharps asked. 

„He told me.“ answered the witness, ‘‘ that 
Rockefeller had money enough to buy up 
averybody, and I said that was what he was 
doing.“

HEADLESS BODY MYSTERY CONTINUES. 


Two Clews Seem to Have Led to Iden- 
, tity, but They Are Conflicting 
and Not Positive. 
— 

New York, June 29.— The identity of the 
murdered man, two portions of whose body 
was found in the Bast River and Ogden 
woods, is still unknown, in spite of a score 
of attempted identifications. Numerous per- 
sons who have friends or relatives missing 
have called at-the morgue, but none have 
identified the remains. Some of the visitors 
think the body looks like that of their miss- 
ing man, but they would like to see the head. 
So would the police. 

The police place some faith in the identifi- 
cation of the corpse that was made tonight. 
Unlike the other identifications, there is evi- 
dence to strengthen the belief that the right 
clew has been struck. 

The murdered man ts said to be Theodore 
Cyklan, a cabinetmaker employed for the 
last two years by William Baumgartner & 
Co., cabinetmakers at College Point, L. I. 
The morgue was visited tonight by Superin- 
tendent L. Zimm of the cabinet factory and 
three workmen who had known Cyklan 
intimately. They were accompanied by a 
detective from the police central office. 
Zimm was the spokesman. He said that 
Cyklan, who was one of his best employés, 
disappeared last Thursday. When the man 
did not appear on Saturday for his wages 
the Superintendent began to think some- 
thing was wrong. Then came the discovery 
of the fragments of the body in the river and 
woods, and as Cyklan was still missing 
Zimm’s suspicions at last became aroused, 
and he decided to consult with the police. 

Superintendent Zimm said that Cyklan had 
poisoned a finger two years ago and there 
was a scar left. Dr. Scott of Bellevue was 
called and he discovered a scar on the top 
of the second finger of the murdered man's 
right hand. The badly scarred finger with 
thé malformed nail is on the left hand, and 
Superintendent Zimm said that three weeks 
ago Cyklan mashed one of his fingers on that

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STEAMER LOST AT SEA. 


STRIKES A REEF OFF THE AFRICAN 
COAST IN A FURIOUS GALE. 


Number of the Officers and Crew with 
Eight Passengers Swept Overboard 
While Trying to Lower the Boats— 
Rest of the Occupants Remain on 
the Storm Tossed Wreck for Sevr- 
enteen Days Before They Are Fi- 
mally Rescued.

London, June 29.—According to advices 
received here this morning there is no long- 
er any doubt as to the fate of the missing 
Pacific line steamshtp Aden, which left Vo- 
kohama on June 1 for London with a num- 
ber of passengers and a valuable cargo. It 
is now known that the Aden was wrecked 
on June 9 on a reef near the Island of So- 
cotra, in the Indian Ocean, off the eastern 
extremity of Africa. A number of her offi- 
cers and crew and eight passemgers were 
swept overboard and drowned and a boat 
loaded with passengers and sailors left the 
ship on June 10. The weather was 
heavy, and it is feared that the boat was 
lost. 

Other accounts say that nine passengers 
and three European and thirty-three native 
members of the crew were saved and that 
twenty-five passengers and twenty Euro- 
pean and thirty-three native members of 
the crew, together with all of the officers, 
are missing. 

The Indian government steamer Mayo res- 
cued the survivors of the Aden at 7 o'clock 
on Saturday just as the wreck of the Pa- 
cific liner was breaking up. They were 
taken to Aden. 

The Daily Mail correspondent at Aden 
has had interviews with survivors of the 
disaster and sends a vivid description of the 
loss of the steamer. He says that the Aden 
left Colombo on June 1. Two days later 
she was struck by a severe monsoon, the 
wind blowing with great force. The weath- 
er continued to grow worse and worse, and 
several of the passengers began to fear for 
their safety. For six days terrific gales and 
heavy seas were met with, and the weather 
was very thick. 


Strikes the Fatal Reef. 

At 3 o'clock on the morning of June 9 the 

Aden struck on the Ras Radressa reef, 
which lies to the eastward of Socotra. An 
immense hole was turn in her hull, through 
which the water poured in torrents. The 
engine-room was almost ingtantly flooded 
and the fires quenched. When the fires went 
out the electric lights were extinguished 
and the ship was in utter darkness. 
“Then ensued a scene of wild confusion. 
The passengers rushed from their cabins in 
their night clothes, the women and cihil- 
dren screaming in terror. A number of the 
men passengers were filled with horror and 
were helpless. . 

The officers and crew did their utmost for 
the safety of the vessel and tried to calm 
the passengers. It speedily became ap- 
parent, however, that the only hope was 
the small boats. Life belts were promptly 
served out to the passengers and signals of 
distress were fired. The boats on the 
weather side were smashed away by the 
seas, but those on the lee side were pre- 
pared for launching. In the meantime some 
of the crew were detailed to help the terri- 
fied passengers to secure clothing from their 
cabins, as it was obvious that hours must 
pass before it would be possible to launch 
the boats, owing to the fury of the sea. The 
hope that the storm would abate was not 
fulfilled; on the contrary, the haze increased 
and the seas dashed over the steamer, 
threatening to destroy her. 

Daylight brought no relief. It rather 
added to the horror in revealing to those on 


board the awfulness of their position. 


Lifeboat Swept Away. 

Then misfortune followed misfortune. A 
lifeboat was lowered, but it was immediately 
swept away, with First Officer Carden and 
three lascars. Second Officer Miller, with 
others of the crew, embarked in the gig to 
rescue their shipmates, but, to the utter 
despair of those on board, both boats were 
hurled away on the tremendous seas. 

Only one boat remained. Its lowering was 
watched with intense emotion. A cry of 
anguish burst from the watchers when this, 
too, immediately it was lowered half cap- 
sized, casting the sailors and stores in it 
into the sea. After great efforts the boat 
was finally righted and the ladies and chil- 
dren were lowered into it with the exception 
of Mesdames Giltlott, Pearce, and Strain, 
who decided to remain on the wreck with 
their husbands. Miss Lloyd and Miss Wel- 
ler, who are missionaries at Foochoo, also 
determined to remain. 

As the morning advanced the waves con-. 
tinued to sweep over the steamer, dashing 
many of those on board against the bul- 
warks or deck structures and leaving them 
prostrate. One by one the women and chil- 
dren remaining, too weak to withstand 
further buffetings, were washed overboard, 
the survivors being helpless to prevent their 
fate. Mr. Strain of Tien-Tsin, his wife, and 
two children, the Misses Lloyd and Weller, 
Mr. and Mrs. Pearce, their baby, and its 
Chinese nurse, were among the first who 
were thus engulfed. The next to go was 
‘Captain Hill, the master of the steamer. 
His leg had been broken, but notwithstand- 
ing this he continued, calmly and bravely, 
to give orders until the waves claimed him. 
Then several lascars of the crew were 
washed overboard. 


Victim After Victim. 


Throughout the long day the sea raged, 
seizing victim after victim. At about 5 
o'clock in the evening the survivors, many 
of whom were badly hurt, retreated below. 
Thus in bodily pain and intense mental 
suspense they passed the night huddled in 
the small cabin, which; threatened to be 
their tomb. It was a night which none of 
the survivors cares to recall in his thoughts, 
far less in his speech. 

The storm slightly abated on the morn- 
ing of the 10th. Those who were the least 
exhausted began a search for food, but at 
the cost of pain to their bruised and 
stiffened limbs, and also at the imminent 
risk of being swept overboard by the big 
seas that were still breaking over the 
wreck. The fourth engineer, while getting 
water, was knocked senseless by a heavy 
sea, and it was with difficulty that he was 
dragged to safety by his comrades. He 
was only restored to consciousness after 
five hours’ treatment. Mr. Pearce also 
came near being carried overboard, but his 
wife's heroism saved him. The search for 
food was not very successful, there being 
little that could be found. 

Three terrible days were thus passed be- 
fore a vessel was sighted on the 13th. This 
vessel did not, however, see the desperate 
signals of the shipwrecked people. An- 
other vessel was sighted on the 17th and an- 
other on the 20th, but neither appeared to 
see the signals, although the castaways can- 
not imagine how they escaped notice. 

These unhappy episodes broke down many 
who had hitherto kept command of them- 
selves, and the scenes of half maddened 
rage were painful to witness. There were 
two heroines in this awful time—Mesdames 


Gillett and Pearce. They kept up their. 


spirits, and undertook the catering, though 
the provisions were lessening daily. They 
also cheered their companions in misery. 
diess Thirty Feet High. 

The weather moderated gradually in the 
mornings, but always became more violent 
in the afternoons. Seas thirty feet high 
were breaking over the wreck continually,

would not hold together under the terrific 
pounding she was receiving. 

When the rations had been so reduced that 
it was apparent that they would not last 
for more than three days longer Messrs. 
White, Kelt, Cave, and Valpy, passengers, 
bravely ventured across the well deck in 
search of the storeroom, from which they 
returned with the joyful news that they 
had obtained another week's provisions. On 
the evening of the twenty-fifth two steamers 
were sighted. One of them proceeded on 
her course, but the other anchored. A Las- 
car signaled to her, while all on board the 
Aden watched with straining eyes. 

At daybreak on June 26 the seventeen 
days’ suspense was at last relieved. The 
steamer headed towards the wreck and an- 
chored within a mile of it. The heavy sea 
was still running, but the wind had slightly 
moderated. 

The survivors were frenzied with joy, the 
men weeping and the women sobbing hys- 
terically as they saw their rescuers lower a 
lifeboat. This took forty-five minutes to 
reach the wreck. Everybody aboard the 
wreck rushed to the broken side, where the 
lifeboat, by the exceeding skill of its occu- 
pants, managed to avoid the tremendous 
wash and take off the Europeans and part 
of the native crew, who were conveyed with 
much difficulty to the Mayo. The lifeboat 
then returned and rescued the rest of the 
Lascars. There is no possible hope that 
those who embarked in the thfrd boat were 
saved. 


ANTI -HEBREW CRUSADE IN PERSIA. 


Jewish Residents of Teheran Re- 
stricted by a Code of Laws Almost 
Impossible to Obey.

World.]—The correspondent of the Chroni- 
cle at Teheran, Persia, who is in an official 
position, says: 

„ Sayid Rayhan Allah (the Mollah) has 
planred the extermination of all the He- 
brews in Persia. He has summoned the 
chief rabbi, and informed him that the He- 
brews must accept the Mohammeda th 
or he will do all that he cantooppre and 
exterminate them. Sayid Rayhan has for- 
mulated the following restrictions: 

Every Hebrew must have all his hair cut 
off, must never ride an animal throughout 
the city, must wear European dress, and 
must have a mask to distinguish him from 
the Mohammedan. Hebrew women must veil. 
They must not wear the chador, or chagh- 
choor, the outdoor dress which Persian eti- 
quette expects of every woman. A Hebrew 
must not. build a house higher than his 
Mohammedan neighbor. The entrance to 
the house must be distinguished from the 
Moslems. He is not to come out of his house 
on a rainy day, and is not to touch articles 
of food. When a Hebrew dies any relative 
who-fs a convert to Mohammedanism may 
possess all his property. A Hebrew who, 
having once accepted Islam, renounced it, 
will be put to death.’ 

* Fanatical Moslems attacked the Hebrew 
quarter on May 9 and pillaged the houses, 
dragged every Hebrew inmate out, and bru- 
tally beat him and cut off his hair and puta 
red patch on his clothes. They attacked 
even Chacham Nehooray and dragged him 
and his son out of the house. The father 
was treated as was the others, but the son, 
unable to bear the torture, nominally em- 
braced Mohammedanism to get relief. Cha- 
cham Nehooray is a Hébrew physician 
who is much respected among the Moslems. 

Many other Hebrews have accepted the 
offer of Islam in order to save their lives. 
Hebrews cannot leave their houses and 
Hebrew women have been assaulted and 
their houses plundered. A final attack for 
the extermination of all the Hebrews is now + 
feared. 

The religious hatred of the Moslems 
raised by Mollah has reached such a point 
that they endeavored several times to obtain 
the sanction of Chief Moshtahed, the Pope 
of the Mohammedan Church, for slaughter- 
ing all the Hebrews on one day, falsely ac- 
cusing them of crimes. They try to bring 
in the night a dead body tnto the Hebrew 
quarter so that they may accuse the He- 
brews of murder. 

The Hebrew quarter is guarded by sol- 
diers, but the persecution is so terrible that 
it is almost beyond the power of the govern- 
ment to protect. 

We are left at the mercy of these fanat- 
ics. We are helpless and hopeless, lying in 
sackcloth and ashes, and cry to heaven for 
help. The situation is so grave that the 
Shah has abandoned his intention of com- 
ing to Europe. 

“The government has ordered a mark 
with the word ‘ Moosaih’ (a follower of 
Moses, a Hebrew) to be written on it, to be 
worn by every Hebrew to distinguish him 
from Moslems. 

We beseech you to give yourselves no 
rest till you have made known throughout 
free England our calamity. We may be all 
put to death for no other reason than be- 
cause we refuse to become Mohammedans 
ere you receive this letter.“ 

The officials have practically absolute 
power, even to the extent of life and death.

Interview with Secretary 
Sherman Concerning the Govern- 
ment’s Cuban Policy.

Mayor Harrison is just as positive that the 
ordinance shall be recognized so he can rame 
the police Captains if he sees fit. In this He 
is supported by Controller Waller, whc, up 
to yesterday, stood in favor of enforcing 
the civil service law. 

The Civil Service commission will meet 
the latter part of this week, as soon as Com- 
missioners Winston and Washburne return 
to the city, and the matter will come up for 
settlement. 

If the other two commissioners stand by 
President Kraus then as pretty a fight as

The cleanest definition of the word flirta- 
tion is by example. r instance, if I went 
out on Broadway met a pretty lass 
Who . did not know, into whose eyes I 
look and whose smile I returned, that 
would be the beginning of a flirtation. 

It when I had gained that love I should 
throw her over, that would be beastly, 
wicked; but. it is common. 

Personal attraction in a woman is al- 
ways ata premium. God gave hercharms, 
and I do net know but that -_ has a right 
to use them. 

“If 1 were a. woman I 00 be slow 
to glance at 4 dude whom you meet on 
street corners, and who has more brains 
in the Nad of his cane than he has in his 
own head. She often bestows her love on a 
worthless fellow for the sake of an engage- 
ment, upon which follows a separation.

“TF lirtation is not confined to any coun- 
try, class, or color.

“The Northwestern line will on July 959 


In view of the reductions made in lumber 
rates from Wisconsin Valley points by the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis and Burlingten 
and Northern railroads to various points in 
Illinois and Indiana, the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul gives notice that it will find it neces- 
sary to make corresponding reductions from 
interior points in Wisconsin. The exact fig- 
ures have not yet been determined upon. 
The Chicago and Northwestern and Wiscon- 
sin Central roads are equally interested and 
will reduce lumber rates from points on 
their lines. 

To avoid serious complications it has.been 
decided to consider this matter immediately 
following the meeting of the executive offi- 
cers on the Wolations of the pass agreement 
on July 7. 

In notifying connecting lines of the action 
contemplated by the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Chairman Midgley, in a personal letter, ex- 
plains that the proposed reduction in lumber 
rates by the Milwaukee and St. Paul is not 
a recent determination, but is an expressione 
of policy outlined by its chief executive a 
few months ago. The St. Paul officials, he 
intimates, may be expected to maintain 
their purpose and if the contemplated reduc- 
tion is made it would be met from the North 
with still further reductions. 

Mr. Midgley suggests a better way to ob- 
viate serious trouble would be to arbitrate 
the matter, and members of the Board of 
Commissioners should be elected to arbitrate 
the matter. He says this suggestion is 
made to conserve the revenue of the roads. 
Further reductions in rates would not only 
involve all the Western roads, but also all 
the Southern lumber carriers. 


CAR-FERRY DEAL OFFICIALLY DENIED. 


Line Will Continue to Run Between 
Chicago and Peshtiga to the An- 
noyance of the Roads. 
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Chicago-8t. Paul lines were congratulat- 
ing themselves when they read a dispatch 
from Milwaukee in THE TRIBUNE of yester- 
day making the announcement that the 
Lake Michigan car ferry’s plant had been 
disposed of to the Big Four road, and 
that about July 1 the ferry Boats owned by 
this company would be diverted from their 
present run between South Chicago and 
Peshtigo to Benton Harbor and Manitowoc.

Topeka, Kas., June 29.—{Specfal.j—United 
States Judge Foster today granted an injunction 
to prevent Insurance Commissioner Webb Mc- 
Nall from interfering with the business of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance compapy of New 
York. This means that the companies excluded 
from the State by Meal will continue to do busi- 
ness just as if such an order had not been — 
Judge Foster holds that the commissioner has 
power to revoke & company’s license or refuse to 
issue such if the company is solvent and complies 
with the law. The Judge goes further and says 
the commissioner has no power except granted 
by the ute. and even then under review of the 


court. 


The decision of Judge Foster in the United States 
District Court at Topeka that Insurance Commis- 
sioner McNall has no power to revoke licenses 
unless judgments are previousiy secured is, in 
the opinion of Western managers, the beginning 
of a long legal battle in Kansas to determine the 
authority of the commissioner. Many cases have 
been prepared by both life and fire companics 
pending the decision hagded down yesterday. As 
it is favorable to their ‘interests these cases will 
be filed at once. 

One case will be instituted | to test the rights of 
the companies to subscribe to the Clarkson Rating 
bureau at Topeka. Commissioner MeNall threat- 
ened to revoke the licenses of all companies do- 
ing business in the State in caBe they refused to 
cease taking the information furnished by this 
bureau. As it was generally believed the laws 
of Kansas give almost absolute authority to the 
commissioner to revoke licenses at will, the com- 
panies obeyed his orders and the bureau dis- 
banded. As a result of the Federal’s Court's de- 
cision that McNall's powers are limited in his in- 
terference with the business of the companies a 
test case, backed morally, if not financially. by 
the Western Union companies, will be instituted 
at once to decide their right to subscribe to the 
Clarkson bureau. 

R. J. Smith, President of the union, said yes- 
terday: ‘‘ The decision of Judge Foster seems 
to me to be the beginning of a long legal battle 
in Kansas to determine the controversy between 
federal and State auzhority in insurance matters. 
I regard the decision of the utmost impcertance 
and know of several cases all ready to be led. 
While the decision is on life insurance claims, it 
doubtless is broad enough to include fire Insurance 
as well. It the commissioner has not the power 
to revoke our licenses without the investigation 
of the courts it seems no reason why we cannot 
decide by law the right of the Clarkson bureau 
to continue in existence.
